Not  very  long  ago  a  magazine  print¬ 
ed  a  sermon  by  a  California  preacher 
who  related  that  he  had  recently 
talked  with  one  of  the  astronomers 
at  Mt.  Wilson  Observatory  concerning 
the  new  200  inch  telescope  at  Mt. 
Palomar.  The  preacher  asked  what 
new  things  had  been  discovered  by 
this  new  giant  telescope,  the  largest 
in  the  world  today  and  twice  the  size 
of  the  previously  largest  telescope. 
The  astronomer  confided  that  a  new 
star  of  unusual  brilliance  had  been 
found  and  that  it  appeared  square  in 
shape  and  was  rapidly  approaching 
the  earth.  When  the  preacher  asked 
why  this  had  not  been  made  public, 
he  was  told  that  since  the  astrono¬ 
mers  had  no  explanation  for  the 
phenomenon,  they  were  going  to  keep 
it  a  secret  until  they  could  offer  an 
explanation. 

The  preacher  then  quoted  from 
Revelation  21:2:  “And  I  John  saw 
the  holy  city,  new  Jerusalem,  coming 
down  from  God  out  of  heaven,  pre¬ 
pared  as  a  bride  adorned-  for  her 
husband."  Following  that  the  preach¬ 
er  quoted  a  part  of  verse  sixteen: 
“And  the  city  lieth  foursquare.”  Then 
he  asked  If  It  may  not  be  that  we 
have  actually  come  to  a  day  when 
men  have  been  able  to  produce,  after

ENLARGED  PLANS  FOR  WORLD  ADVANCE  IN  1950  LAID 
BY  FOREIGN  MISSION  BOARD  IN  SEMI-ANNUAL  SESSION 

RICHMOND,  Va.— (BP) — “The  test 
•f  Christian  missionary  undertaking 
abroad  is  not  the  number  of  soul# 
won,  but  the  vitality  of  the  natlv# 
Christian  constituency,"  Dr.  M. 
Theron  Rankin,  executive  secretary  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  th# 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  told 
members  of  the  Board  at  Its  recent 
semiannual  session  here. 

To  finance  its  program  In  27  na¬ 
tions  during  1950.  the  Board  approved 
a  budget  of  $3,284,714.32  to  be  added 
to  the  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offer¬ 
ing  for  a  total  budget  of  $5,250,000. 
Dr.  Rankin  declared  that  Southern 
Baptists  are  “in  big  business  with 
Qod.  This  business  requires  the  cour¬ 
age  and  faith  to  think  and  plan  in 
big  terms.”

PREACHING  FACTS  OR  FANCIES

twenty  years  of  labor,  a  telescope  so 
powerful  that  It  shows  the  new  Jer¬ 
usalem  coming  down  from  heaven. 

Frankly,  such  information  made 
*>y  spine  tingle.  I  thought  If  this  to 
true,  it  will  make  terrific  preaching. 
I  considered  using  it  in  a  message  on 
the  authority  of  its  being  printed  in 
the  magazine.  But  since  it  sounded 
ao  incredulous,  my  better  Judgment 
persuaded  me  to  check  on  the  facts. 
Therefore,  I  wrote  to  the  California 
Institute  of  Technology,  at  Pasadena, 
which  has  charge  of  both  Mt.  Wilson 
and  Mt,  Palomar  Observatories  and 
received  the  following  reply:  “The 
‘square  star'  to  which  you  refer,  as 
far  as  we  can  determine,  is  but  a  fig¬ 
ment  of  someone's  imagination.  Our 
astronomers  at  both  Mt.  Wilson  and 
5ft.  Palomar  Observatories  disclaim 
any  knowledge  of  any  such  pheno¬ 
menon,  and  we  can  find  no  basis  for 
such  a  statement.”  Thus,  a  false  story 
was  exploded  by  a  little  Investigation. 

If  preaching  Is  to  have  power  It 
must  be  based  on  fact,  not  fancy.  Any 
story  or  statement  that  taxes  our 
credulity  should  be  carefully  authen¬ 
ticated.  The  great  Spurgeon  said  to 
his*  students:  “Whenever  I  have  the 
slightest  suspicion  about  the  truth  of 
a  story.  I  drop  it  at  once.” 

Dr.  Walter  A.  Maier,  famous  Lu¬ 
theran  Hour  radio  preacher,  corrobo¬ 
rates  every  fact  used  In  his  sermons. 
Sunday  magazine  once  reported  that 
Dr.  Maier  often  spends  as  much  as

All  supporting  evi¬ 
dence,  sueb  as  duplicate  receipts,  cash 
letters,  cancelled  cheeks  and  Invoices 
requested  by  us,  was  furnished,  with 
the  exception  of  evidence  supporting  re¬ 
corded  receipts  for  the  period  ended 
October  31.  1939.”

Why  do  we  num¬ 
ber  only  25.000.000  (twenty  five  million) 
out  of  a  total  world  population  of  well 
over  2.000  000.000  (two  billion)  and  that 
after  1900  years  of  history.  YYliere  have 
we  been  all  the  time?  What  have  we 
been  doing?  Have  our  failures  to  grow 
proportionately  been  mostly  from  out¬ 
side  opposition,  or  from  sin  within?  Has 
the  leadership  not  been  big  enough?  Has 
the  leadership  been  sinful — selfish?  Has 
the  failure  been  in  the  pew?  Has  our 
organization  measured  up?  Have  we 
been  missionary?  Have  we  been  equal 
to  the  task  in  winning  souls?  Hare  we 
grown  the  Christian  fellowship  essential 
in  the  strength  of  the  Christ-life?  Have 
we  had  the  unity  to  which  the  New 
Testament  witnesses  in  the  church  life 
on  Pentecost? 

Does  25.900.000  represent  the  power 
of  Christ  in  the  world?  Does  it  repre¬ 
sent  the  power  of  the  carnal  man  OA'ER 
the  Christ-man? 

Are  the  things  to  which  we  subscribe 
worth  believing?  Then  why  not  believe 
them  enough  to  do  something  about  it 
all!

"inheritance  which  is  uncorrup¬ 
tible,  undefiled  and  that  fadeth  not 
away.”

DON’T  LIVE  BEYOND 
YOUR  INCOME 

Your  income  may  be  small  and 
you  will  be  tempted  often  to  go 
into  debt,  but  do  not  mortgage 
the  future.  Pay  as  you  go.  If  vou 
can't  pay  much,  don’t  go  far. 
Be  careful  about  your  financial 
obligations.  A  preacher  who  owes 
everybody  has  influence  with  no¬ 
body.  Your  credit  as  well  as  your 
character  should  have  your  care¬ 
ful  and  constant  attention.  Debt  ia 
the  demon  that  often  drives  one  to 
despair.  Of  course,  churches  do  not 
always  pay  adequately  and 
promptly,  but  never  hide  behind 
their  sin  to  justify  yours.  Better 
have  few’  things,  than  owe  many 
people.  The  preacher  who  will  not 
or  does  not  pay  his  dclgs  is  dea- 
sredited  before  the  whole  com¬ 
munity.  He  must  be  as  much 
•hove  criticism  and  suspicion  in 
his  relation  to  his  financial  obli¬ 
gations  as  in  his  relation  to  wom¬ 
an.  Many  will  show  you  the  easy 
road  into  debt,  but  you  will  have 
to  discover  alone  the  difficult  way 
out. 

DON’T  BE  A  STINGY  PARSON 

The  pastor  who  lives  within  his 
income  will  be  in  a  better  posi¬ 
tion  to  swell  the  income  of  the 
church.  Teach  your  people  by 
example  how’  to  give  as  well  as 
how  to  live.  Let  no  member  of 
your  church  outstrip  you  in  pro¬ 
portionate  giving.  Some  may  give 
more  because  they  have  more,  but 
let  no  one  give  more  because  he  is 
more  generous.  One  can  he  gener¬ 
ous  and  at  the  same  time  frugal. 
Of  course,  you  will  give  liberally 
to  all  missionary  and  benevolent 
objects,  but  the  pastor  who  does 
not  contribute  to  current  ex|>enses 
because  he  does  not  want  to  seem 
to  be  helping  pay  his  own  salary, 
is  really  afraid  of  taking  a  little 
from  his  salary.  Tithing  is  a  sane, 
satisfactory  and  scriptural  method 
which  will  help  to  solve  many 
church  financial  problems.  Preach

SHOW  APPRECIATION 

When  only  one  of  the  ten  lepers 
cleansed  by  Jesus  returned  to  give 
thanks,  Jesus  asked  him,  “Where 
are  the  nine?”

Salt  is  cheap  m  price  but  very 
necessary  in  our  every  day  living. 
Food  without  the  proper*  amount 
of  salt  tastes  flat.  Jesus  was  fond 
of  comparing  Christians  to  the 
simple  everyday  things  of  life.  On 
one  occasion  he  said,  “Ye  are  the 
■alt  of  the  earth."  That  sounds 
like  a  simple  statement  but  there 
is  much  more  to  it  than  at  first 
appears. 

Rev.  Thurman  Sone,  former 
Mississippi  pastor  and  now  pastor 
at  Benson,  N.  C_  recently  wrote 
an  article  for  his  home-town  pa¬ 
per  on  the  subject  of  salt.  We 
share  that  article,  in  part,  with 
our  readers: 

Jesus  designated  His  followers 
as  being  salt,  ami  told  them  if  the 
salt  loses  its  savour,  it  is  good  for 
nothing  but  to  be  cast  out  ami  to 
be  trodden  under  the  foot  of  man. 
The  people  to  whom  He  spoke 
knew  the  significance  of  such  a 
statement.  They  had  tasted  sa¬ 
vourless  salt  and  knew  that  it  was 
valueless. 

How  true  this  is  of  a  person  in 
the  Christian  life.  If  a  Christian 
loses  his  savour  for  Christ,  he  is 
the  most  valueless  person  in  the 
world.  I  know  of  no  greater  hin¬ 
drance  to  the  kingdom  of  God 
than  a  Christian  who  has  lost  his 
influence,  testimony  and  power. 
He  is  good  for  nothing  to  the 
Church,  to  the  kingdom  of  God, 
or  to  the  lost  world.  Christians  are 
to  be  the  salt  of  the  earth  in  every 
respect. 

Salt  has  preserving  power. 
Many  farmers  park  fresh  meat  in 
aalt  to  preserve  it  throughout  the 
year.  Christians  today  are  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  world  from  corruption 
by  their  stand  for  righteousness, 
their  fight  against  sin,  and  their 
loyalty  to  Christ. 

Salt  flavors  or  adds  taste  to 
food;  it  makes  things  better. 
There  are  many  kinds  of  food  that 
are  unfit  to  eat,  as  far  as  taste  is 
concerned,  if  no  salt  has  been 
added.  Christians  today  are  to  be 
as  salt  in  this  respect  and  give 
flavor  to  the  world.  This  world 
should  be  a  better  place  to  live 
because  of  your  presence  in  it  It 
Is  a  tragedy  today  that  so  many 


Christians  contribute  nothing  to 
the  well-being  of  society,  and  no 
one  knows  whether  they  are  Chris¬ 
tians  or  noL  What  kind  of  salt  are 
you? 

Salt  ia  antiseptic  and  has  heal¬ 
ing  power.  It  ia  used  by  doctors 
and  dentists  for  medical  purposes 
because  it  kills  impurities  and  aids 
in  the  healing.  Should  not  Chris¬ 
tians  act  as  salt  in  this  respect  be¬ 
fore  a  sin-sick,  impure,  unholy 
world?  Yes,  we  should  be  pure 
ourselves  and  seek  the  purifica¬ 
tion  of  Utosc  whom  we  contact 
daily. 

Salt  has  lifting  power.  The  Salt 
Sea  or  Dead  Sea  illustrates  thi> 
truth.  The  body  of  an  individual 
will  not  sink  in  this  sea  but  will 
remain  on  top  of  the  water.  There 
are  so  many  chemicals  and  au 
much  salt  in  this  aea  that  the  body 
will  not  stay  under.  Should  not 
Christians  have  such  lifting  power 
in  the  world  of  sin,  and  help  lift 
the  world  closer  to  God  and  His 
way  of  living? 

Finally,  salt  makes  one  thirsty. 
Much  water  is  desired  to  quench 
thirst  after  eating  salty  food.  In 
this  rc3|>cct  Christians  should 
uiake  the  world  thirsty  for  the 
Water  of  Life.  If  Christians  would 
live  as  Jesus  commanded  them  to 
live,  the  world  would  become 
more  thirsty  for  the  refreshing 
waters  of  eternal  life.

House  of  the  Hungarian  Parliament, 
with  Francis  Cardinal  Spellman  pre¬ 
siding.  Parts  of  the  sermon'  by  Rev. 
Emory  Lengyet  were  also  to  be 
beamed  to  Hungary  during  the  3  p  m 
broadcasting  period.  St.  Stephen  is 
reported  to  have  “ruled  Hungary  as 
its  first  Christian  king  for  thirty- 
eight  years,  beginning  in  A.  D.  1000  “ 
The  Voice  of  America  radio  broadcast 
is  paid  for  by  the  United  States  State 
Department,  whose  expenses  come 
from  the  taxes  of  the  American  peo¬ 
ple.

Japanese  Work  Ahead 
Of  Prewar  Status 

Dr.  Cauthen  reported  after  a  sur¬ 
vey  of  Japan  that  the  Board’s  mis¬ 
sion  in  Kyushu  and  Honshu  has  al¬ 
ready  surpassed  Its  prewar  status  Al¬ 
though  Southern  Baptists  have  never 
had  more  than  17  missionaries  under 
appointment  for  Japan  at  any  one 
time,  today  they  have  38  The  men’s 
college  has  been  raised  to  university 
status  with  co-educatlon&l  programs, 
and  the  school  for  young  women  Is  a 
teacher-training  institution.  A  Bap¬ 
tist  hospital  in  Hlroschlma,  the  first 
medical  institution  of  the  Board  in 
Japan,  was  approved.  At  the  invita¬ 
tion  of  the  Japan  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  the  Board  authorized  a  preach¬ 
ing  mission  to  Japan  next  spring,  to 
permit  20  Southern  Baptist  preafnera 
to  spend  a  month  or  more  visiting 
the  18  Baptist  churches  and  numer¬ 
ous  preaching  centers.  “Our  over-all 
mission  strategy  now,”  according  to 
the  report,  “Is  to  place  a  missionary 
coupe  In  each  of  the  40  prefectural 


capitals  on  Kyushu  and  Honshu” 

The  Board  also  authorized  a  yeart 
study  of  the  opportunity  lor  Baptid 
missions  in  Korea. 

Dr  Ralph  Herring,  Winston- Sale* 
pastor,  and  member  of  the  Board,  whs 
toured  South  America  this  yeas 
stressed  the  need  for  developing  na¬ 
tive  leadership  and  the  obligation  d 
missions  to  use  the  radio  in  evan¬ 
gelistic  work.  Rev.  Henry  W.  Scti- 
weinsberg,  a  native  of  Australia,  for' 
mer  missionary  to  Bolivia,  now  senior 
missionary  of  the  Board  in  Colombia 
reported  on  an  intensive  survey  of  Eo- 
uador  and  Peru  as  new  Baptist  mis¬ 
sion  fields.  The  Board  adopted  the 
committee’s  recommendation  that  thr 
possibility  of  sending  missionaries  to 
these  two  Lain  American  republics  b« 
seriously  considered.  “We  must  build 
into  the  new  society  of  South  Ameri¬ 
ca  a  concept  of  true  Christianity,* 
Dr.  Everett  Gill.  Jr,  secretary  for 
Latin  America,  said. 

Opportunities  in  Palestine  requir* 
a  stronger  missionary  staff,  declared 
Dr.  George  W.  Sadter,  secretary  foi 
Africa,  Europe  and  the  Near  East,  re¬ 
porting  by  air  mail  from  Zurich.  Thai 
mission  now  has  15  missionaries,  11 
of  whom  are  women,  “and  in  an  area 
where  the  status  of  womanhood  is  s* 
low,  the  prestige  of  the  mission  make* 
It  Imperative  that  we  send  more  men 
to  the  Near  East.” 

Dr.  Frank  K.  Means,  secretary  ol 
the  Board's  relief  committee,  reported 
that  the  clothing  warehouse  operated 
in  New  Orleans  since  January  1.  1948, 
has  processed  3,750,000  pounds  of  used 
clothing  In  twenty-one  months.

Mills  rated  that  Straad,  whom  Mrs.

had  none  sf  a  father’s  rights  of  visitation. 

Earlier,  a  New  York  court  gave  Mrs. 
Straad  custody  of  the  child  but  main¬ 
tained  that  Straad  was  the  legal  father 
despite  the  fact  that  Antoinette  was  con- 
oeived  by  artificial  Insemination. 

Mrs.  Straad  claimed  ‘cruelty’  In  asking 
for  the  divorce.  Her  attorney.  George  Ml- 
skovskv,  said  the  charge  was  based  In 
part  on  Stmad’s  Inability  to  become  a 
father  and  also  on  Straad’*  action  after 
Antoinette's  birth. 

Mrs.  Straad  said  her  husband  arranged 
for  her  to  become  pregnant  by  artificial 
insemination,  but  became  wildly  jealous 
of  the  unknown  donor  immediately  after¬

The  First  Church,  Gulfport,  Rev.

Why  three  slaters  grow  up  Into  fine 
home-makers  and  leaders  among  the 
women  of  their  churches  and  communi¬ 
ties  while  a  fourth  goes  to  the  dogs;  why 
one  of  two  brothers  grows  up  to  go  to 
Congress,  serves  his  country  well  and 
brings  honor  to  the  name  of  hi*  family, 
while  the  other  grows  up  to  be  as  well 
left  nnraenUoned  Is  a  mystery  few  peo¬ 
ple  of  sound  sense  and  broad  experience 
will  have  the  temerity  to  attempt  to 
explain.  The  element*  of  environment 
become  testa  of  character. 

The  sms  of  Sodom  grieved  Abram 'a 
heart  and  he  left  the  city  at  the  call  of 
God:  the  sins  of  Sodom  grieved  Lot's 
righteous  heart,  but  at  the  call  of  God 
to  leave  the  city,  he  hesitated  until  the 
angels  of  Ood  not  very  gently  laid  hold 
upon  him  and  “brought  him  out  of  the 
city.”  A  man’s  inner  ethical  and  relig¬ 
ious  principles  will  be  Inevitably  display¬ 
ed  in  what  he  does  with  land,  food, 
drink,  houses,  jewels,  positions,  works, 
and  his  relations  with  his  neighbors — 
everything  in  all  the  elements  of  his  en¬ 
vironment,  physical,  social,  political, 
economical,  religious.  Study  now  the 
passages  of  the  Bible  assigned  for  this 
leson  to  see  how  remarkably  this  truth, 
that  environment  shapes  character  la 
illustrated  In  them. 

1L  THE  SINS  OF  LUXURY 
AND  INJUSTICE 
Isaiah  5-6 

The  conditions  out  of  which  Isaiah 
wrote  these  passages  were  Just  about 
the  extremes  of  their  kind,  but  were  not 
exceptional  or  unusual  In  countries 
where  wealth  accumulates  and  men  de¬ 
cay.  See  how,  In  these  chapters  the 
prophet  descirbes  the  conditions  obtain¬ 
ing  in  Juda.  Under  a  succession  of  good 
kings,  chief  among  whom  was  Uxziah, 
the  little  kingdom  had  enjoyed  remark¬ 
able  prosperity  in  every  physical  way. 
Usr.iah  had  extended  the  borders,  ex¬ 
tended  the  supremacy  and  vastly  in¬ 
creased  the  resources  of  his  little  state. 

The  Philistines  who  dwelt  tn  cities  and 
the  Arabs  who  dwelt  in  the  desert  alike 
respected  Uve  name  of  Judah.  The  Am¬ 
monites  brought  him  gifts,  while  the 
wealth  which  the  East,  through  tribute 
and  commerce  poured  into  the  little  king¬ 
dom,  I’sstah  fortified  his  borders  and  his 
rapital,  undertook  Urge  works  of  hus¬ 
bandry  and  Irrigation,  organised  a  p«w- 
rrf“l  army  and  equipped  It  with  the 
‘•test  In  weapons  of  war. 

While  all  this  was  In  progress,  what 
was  taking  place  in  the  lives  of  the  peo- 
ple  of  the  kingdom?  Private  fortunes  had 
grown,  luxurious  living  had  supplanted 
ihe  simple  ways  of  earlier  days,  and  this 
h*d  brought  their  accompanying  sins  of 
greed,  intemperance,  gluttony,  extrava¬ 
gant  dress,  laziness  among  both  sexes

Beuian  cnurch  in  Attala  County 
formally  dedicated  Its  new  building  o* 
October  23  The  dedication  sermon 
was  preached  by  Her  Kenneth  Hall, 
assoc iatlonal  missionary.  He  was  as¬ 
sisted  by  Rev.  B.  T.  Odom. 

The  church  was  organized  In  I877, 
but  has  been  disorganised  for  the  past 
36  years.  In  July,  IMS.  the  people  of 
the  community  met  and  voted  to 
launch  a  cooperative  effort  to  con¬ 
struct  a  new  building.  The  new  build¬ 
ing  has  been  completed  and  is  debt 
free. 

At  the  dedication  service,  all  con¬ 
tributions  toward  the  completion  of 
the  church  were  acknowledged. 


Your  pastor  has  a  definite  convic¬ 
tion.  after  a  careful  study  over  a 
period  of  years  of  the  New  Testament, 
concerning  a  New  Testament  church. 
We  also  have  learned  by  experience 
that  people  or  churches  that  ever 
amount  to  anything  or  do  anything 
outstanding  have  goals,  objectives 
ar  life  aims.  Then  they  have  some 
plans  or  method  of  reaching  these 
great  objectives  or  alms. 

Our  subject  this  morning  is  “A 
WORTHY  CHURCH  PROGRAM.”  My 
purpose  today  Is  to  state  briefly  the 
goal  in  a  worthy  church  program  us¬ 
ing  Scripture  to  substantiate  the 
aame.  Then  we  shall  outline  the 
program  of  work  In  keeping  with  the 
teachings  of  the  Scriptures  whereby 
we  could  achieve  these  great  aims  for 
our  Lord's  work  here  In  our  church 
help  and  Influence  that  a  church 
In  the  heart  of  a  city  that  needs  the 
«uch  as  ours  should  send  forth. 

I  trust  that  you  will  pray  this  morn¬ 
ing  while  the  preacher  tries  to  bring 
this  message.  In  the  beginning  let  me 
«ay  that  a  program  to  be  worthy  must 
have  worthy  objectives  and  we  must 
have  ways  and  means  of  following 
through  to  obtain  or  achieve  the  ob¬ 
jectives  that  we  set  forth. 

>  Fourfold  Goal 

Wrst,  that  we  strive  as  lar  as  possible 
to  have  a  Regenerated  Church  Member¬ 
ship  (John  3:1-8).  Every  member  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  should  be  bom 
again.  Jesus  said  to  Nicodemus.  "Ye 
must  be  bom  again”  (John  3:7). 

Second,  that  w«  strive  for  s  Spiritual 
Membership  in  our  church.  "That  which 
It  bom  of  Spirit  1s  Spirit"  (John  3:6). 
And  “be  that  hath  not  tbe  Spirit  of 
Ctorist  is  none  o<  His"  (Romans  8:9). 
And  again.  "They  that  are  after  the 
Spirit  mind  the  things  of  the  Spirit" 
(Romans  8:5).  Therefore,  in  keeping 
with  the  Scriptures,  the  pastor  would 
hke  for  us  to  have  as  one  of  our  goals 
a  spiritual  membership— people  who 
think  like  Christ  thinks,  people  who  act 
like  Christ  acts,  people  who  walk  as 
Christ  walked. 

Third,  that  we  strive  to  have  a  Sepa¬ 
rated  Church  Membership  (I  John  3:15; 

H  Corinthians  8:17).  “Wherefore  come 
nit  from  among  them,  and  be  ye  sepa¬ 
rate.  saith  the  Lord,  and  touch  not  *‘.e 
andean  thing;  and  I  will  receive  you.” 
Dr,  “Love  not  the  world,  neither  the 
Biings  that  are  in  the  world.  If  any 
man  love  the  world,  the  love  of  the 
Father  is  not  in  him."  This  pastor  is 
not  concerned  that  people  join  cair 
thurch  who  have  not  been  born  of  the 
Bptrit  of  God,  and  who  will  not  separate 
themselves  from  the  things  of  the  world. 

Fourth,  that  we  strive  to  have  a  Com¬ 
passionate  Church  Membership.  Listen 
to  the  36th  verse  of  the  ninth,  chapter  of 
Matthew.  "But  when  He  saw  the  multi¬ 
tudes  He  was  moved  with  compassion." 
Hir,  bowels  yearned  within  Him  when  He 
ww  the  multitudes  scattered  as  sheep 
without  shepherds  and  fainting.  Oh.  I 
wish  that  our  church  would  have  that 
sort  of  compassion  that  Jesus  had  when 
He  looked  out  over  Jerusalem  and  wept 
because  a  city  was  steeped  in  sin  and 
Would  not  come  unto  Him  that  they 
might  have  eternal  life.  I  would  today 
that  our  church  would  have  the  sort  of 
compassion  that  Moses  had  when  he 
prayed.  "Oh  Ood  save  these  people  or 
else  blot  thy  servant  out  of  the  Book 
of  Life.”  I  would  that  we  could  and 
would  have  the  same  kind  of  compas¬ 
sion  In  our  church  that  Paul  had  when 


not  know  anything  about  the  program 
of  our  church.  We  should  teach  them. 
New  members  should  have  the  program 
explained  to  them.  Our  church  offers 
wonderful  opportunities  if  they  only  knew 
it.  There  are  duties  and  responsibilities 
for  every  member  and  they  should  be 
explained  In  Acts  18:36.  a  couple  of  good 
Christians  took  aside  a  new  convert  and 
they  put  him  straight  to  the  way  "Uiey 
taught  him.  “And  he  began  to  speak 
boldly  in  the  synagogue:  whom  when 
Aquiia  and  Priscilla  had  heard.*'  (they 
saw  that  be  needed  a  little  instruction 
hi  the  program  of  God)  “they  took  him 
unto  themselves,  and  expounded  unto 
him  the  way  of  God  more  perfectly  ** 
After  they  had  Instructed  him  In  tbe 
way  be  became  an  active  worker  for 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  There  ought  to  be 
a  committee  In  our  church  whereby  we 
can  get  new  members  acquainted  with 
just  what  we  are  trying  to  do  and  then 
equip  them  so  that  they  might  not  be  so 
long  In  knowing  what  It  Is  all  about. 

First  Aid  Committee 

Then  there  is  a  last  word  thst  I  have 
to  say  this  morning.  Our  church  ought 
to  have  a  First  Aid  Committee.  In  the 
sixth  chapter  of  Acts  we  read.  “Then 
the  twelve  called  the  multitude  of  the 
disciples  unto  them,  and  said.  It  Is  not 
reason  that  we  should  leave  the  word  of 
Ood.  and  serve  tables.  Wherefore  took 
ye  out  among  you  men  to  do  this  task  ” 
17  the  churches  had  not  failed  in  this 
particular  responsibility  there  would  not 
be  a  Red  Cross  as  wonderful  as  U  to 
If  the  church  had  done  Its  business  and 
lfs  duty  to  looking  after  the  needs  of 
the  less  fortunate  people  of  the  com¬ 
munity  there  would  not  be  any  need  for 
these  other  agencies  that  we  have  in  our 
city  and  to  our  nation,  but  the  church 
has  gotten  away  from  God’s  plan.  Ws 
have  neglected  the  widows,  we  have  ne¬ 
glected  the  orphans,  we  have  neglected 
those  who  need  our  assistance  and  until 
the  church  provides  aa  amount  la  tbe 
budget  to  look  after  the  needs  and  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  needy  and  then  have  some¬ 
one  responsible  to  do  It,  we  will  not  con¬ 
vince  the  world  of  our  concern  and  com¬ 
passion. 

Your  pastor  believes  that  a  church 
that  win  adopt  such  a  goal  and  program 
and  follow  through  with  K  will  do  for  a 
community  and  lost  world  what  Jesus 
intends  for  us  to  do— bring  It  to  Christ. 
But  until  we  are  willing  to  do  what 
Ood  wants  us  to  do  aa  Christians,  we 
will  not  have  very  much  Influence  to 
taking  the  city  for  Christ.  Ood  being 
our  helper  we  shaH  do  everything  to 
our  power  to  enlist  every  member  ot  our 
chtlrch  to  doing  everything  that  we 
should  not  do.  And  when  we  do  this  we 
will  bo  able  to  win  the  lost  to  Chrl.st 
aa  we  have  never  done  before.
